xx ANTARCTICA. 15475.98-RCUSB, Sat May 22 at 1452 tune-in via Pardinho 
remote in Brasil, LRA36 in progress, S5-S6 but noisy, with heavy rock 
music, just what we need from that continent. 1453 *‘Nacional, la 
radio publica’* canned ID; 1457 LRA36 canned ID; 1515 efemérides - 
this date in history, such as something in 1995y. Sounds like dates 
are in marzo, i.e. an old show playback? Or is it ‘‘mayo’*, with the 
cono-sur accent like ‘‘mazho’*, very hard to tell them apart. 


At 1519 I switch to the PT2FHC Brasilia #1 Kiwi where the signal is 
very weak S1-S2 but better SNR. Mostly non-rock more pleasant music 
with IDs frequently interspersed such as 1527, 1531; 1537 the 
Antartida song signifying end of show; 1540 fading almost out, another 
song. 1544 reopening with 4-language intro; 1547 Antda. song and 
welcoming us to program, a different one?? 1555 operatic song; 1600 
ID, march tune, then long lexure but too weak to get much out of it; 
still going past 1621. 1646 ID, music; 1651 another ID and efemérides 
again with the marzo/mayo confusion. 1705 more IDs and music past 
1713. 1719 the Antda. song. 1725 just about faded out but still on 
with music, S1 vs noise level. Recovers some, still at 1741 Antda. 
song again; 1750 more songs at S2 past 1804 when I break for a lentil 
lunch; 1818 ID with contact info for QSL; past 1832. I’ve used up my 
allowed 3 hours on that remote so back to Pardinho: 1832 now up to 
S6-S7, mostly music; 1846 Antda. song, finally stopping? NO, pause and 
more music past 1913 UT (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx AUSTRIA. 11930, May 23 at 0601, VP signal talking: surprised 
anything here except Cuban jamming anytime and RM in daytime. HFCC 
shows this semihour only is BBC French via Moosbrunn, 300 kW at 235 
degrees toward W Africa (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CANADA. 332-MCW kHz, May 26 at 0618 UT, dash and YFM, 2500-watt NDB 
at La Grand 4, Québec, atop my nearby 400-watt IC Wichita KS, and 
nothing from the usual dominator, 1000-watt QT in Thunder Bay, 
Ontario. LG-4 is a Hydro dam a kilomile north of Montréal, 


fishing/outfitter destination. 


Does that look familiar? I’ve copied my last log of it from Dec 30 at 
0731 UT, just changing the date and time, as I would say exactly the 

same things about it now. WG, 248 kHz, WinnipeG is also audible now, 

the only other Canadian. 


Codrdinates for LG4 aerodrome with a gravel runway: 53°45’17°N / 
073°40'31’W = N53°45.28' / W73°40.52' (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CANADA. 6754-USB, May 21 at 0257, Trenton Military time check as 
Q255z! Only two minutes off rather than 61, but still not good enough. 
Let's hope the meteo info be more accurate. At first: *‘‘no report 
received’* from Winnipeg, Cold Lake, but then some others succeed. Why 
don’t all stations reliably send reports?? Or why can’t CHR reliably 
receive them? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk CANADA. 28193-CW, May 25 at 2226, along with all the US beacons in 
sporadic E opening, VE4ARM/B. Loop starts with 17 E's, then VVV DE 
VE4ARM/B and a lot more probably location and/or grid square. WJ50: 


28.193 VE4ARM C AUSTIN, MB dt SW, GP 


The # mark in this listing means *‘confirmed as active or heard’*, but 
what means GP?. QRZ.com has nothing about a beacon, but it’s: 


VE4ARM Canada flag Canada, MANITOBA AMATEUR RADIO MUSEUM INC. C/O DAVE 
SNYDAL, 25 QUEENS CRESCENT, BRANDON, MB R7B 1G1 Canada. 


Austin MB is not near Brandon but allegedly halfway between there and 
Winnipeg on the Trans-Canada Hwy; not in my Rand McNally atlas (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CANADA. 28193.1-CW, May 26 at 1840, 17 dits and: VVV DE VE4ARM/B 
AMATEUR -- and the rest of the loop uncopied, again today the beacon 
at Austin, Manitoba, not only the OBOB but OSOB, by sporadic E. Also 
on my other radio at 2043, JBA on the inside ceiling N/S random wire, 
not on the inside E/W amplified loop. 1510 km = 938 statute miles 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CHINA. 15760, May 23 at 0055 and earlier, JBA carrier on almost 
vacant 19 mb except for 15230 Cuba. Aoki shows nothing but CNR1 
xjammer & Sound of Hope over long span, surely the former. This week 
on WOR 2087, I quote Ron Howard on how to tell them apart (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x CHINA. 12820, May 26 at 1439, S4-S5 Chinese, CNR1 jammer against 
Sound of Hope. Again the only one audible within +/- 250 kHz of 13000 


and 11000. If I ever get around to surveying before 1400 there may be 
more (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6060, May 20 at 0612, RHC English with Chief Meteorologist 
providing hardly-needed weather info for the NW Hemisphere, but big 
humbuzz again on this frequency; while 6100 & 6165 are equally good; 
6000 is off; and 5040 in Spanish. Ivo keeps reporting 5040 in 
““wrong’* language before and after 06; but maybe now it could be the 
““right’* language if intentionally changed (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13630, May 21 at 1403, JBA spurblob from RHC 13700 which is 
only S8-S9; can’t detect a match on 13770. Something’s always wrong at 
RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11880, May 21 at 2210, dead air from RHC when French is 
scheduled. At 2301 when English should start, dead signal. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13628 approx., May 22 at 1442, FMish spurblob from RHC 13700 
is S3-S4 here, and only a trace on opposite 13772. Something's always 
wrong at RHC. Unrelated 13740 is also on at S7-S8 but JBM. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x CUBA. 11880, May 22 at 2256, Cuban music in Spanish, $9/+5, not // 
11760. 2258 IS & Spanish ID, 2259 intro English hour with program 
previews including Chief Meteorologist José Rubiera. Still going at 
2323 and // much inferior 5040 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13603, May 22 at 2151, distorted FM spurblob of RHC with Fi 
tone, at this hour 137 kHz below S9+5 source 13740-AM, so it’s 
second-order; also stronger S3-S8 on 13671, first-order, 69 kHz below. 
Much less on upper matches 13809, 13878, all approx. Obviously the 
same transmitter which behaves this way in the mornings from 13700, 
and the 13740 then is different. Aoki says the spurry one is Bauta, 
the other, Bejucal. ~“‘Something*’s always wrong at RHC.** BTW a Google 
search on my remark gets 2590 hits if spelt with a grave accent for 
the apostrophe, and only 238 if spelt with a single quote mark, which 
I avoid because it can often display as a garbled character unlike ° 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6060, May 23 at 0606, RHC is S9 but undermodulated; 6165 is 
$9/+10 of dead air; 5040 S9+20 of dead air; 6000 is off. Only 6100 is 
VG S9+20 with normal modulation. Something’s always wrong at RHC 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11760, May 23 at 1501, this RHC has humbuzz, ID giving it and 
only 15140, FM from this hour; 1503 late start Esperanto on both. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx ETHIOPIA [non]. WRMI new skedgrid dated May 10 via wrmi.net at very 
bottom shows A-21 relays via TDF FRANCE, ending with: 


““MO7 Projet: Raadiyyoni Dirree Shaggar 17:00 17:30 0:30 Ethiopie 48W 
Mul ISS 15445 19 500 4/4/.8 128 7123456° ° 


So unlike the others, it’s projected. Google translate identifies the 
name as Somali, which is a minolity language in Ethiopia. Removing the 
first word, however, it guesses Hindi, in neither case translating the 
second and third words, must be proper names. Broadly searching on the 
full name gets nothing but the Bulgarian DX blog where this is also 
mentioned today. 


I check 15445 May 20 at 1700, but indeed no signals yet into Kuwait 
SDR or UTwente (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 2087) 


xx EUROPE. 4909.986v, May 23 at 1845, Free Radio Service Holland in 
publicized Whitsunday broadcast to last until 2005*, on four 
frequencies at once. All are well audible via UTwente but 4910 is best 
at S9+20; 7700.058v tuned first at 1841, S8; 5790.038v S7-S8; 
3919.923v only S9. Latest publicity via Manuel Mendez said, 


*“Dear FRS Friend, Next Sunday FRSH will be airing a 70s evening full 
of nostalgia. The broadcast will be aired on no less than 4 
frequencies being: 3920, 4905, 5790 (or a nearby channel) & 7700 

kHz °° 


Acknowledging presumably real-time listener mail, Zacharias Liangas, 
Thessaloniki at 1852. Earlier at 1845 said printed QSL required P-mail 


reports only with E/$3 rp; 1847 ‘‘more music’*. Lots of produxion 
liners, jingles. 1900 TCs and ID, then *‘Made in Holland** focusing on 
1970s music --- rock! What else? There is no other kind of music, is 


there? I guess this nostalgic stuff be significant to elder Europeans, 
but if it were American would not be significant to this elder 
American lover of classical music. 


Altho quite strong signals, not in skip zones, each exhibits some 
fading into UTwente, which might not happen if any be at ‘‘local’’ 
range in Holland. I keep filing FRSH under Europe since it’s a pirate, 
not necessarily transmitting from inside Holland, despite the name. 
Why don’t they get legal? Private SW stations are being licensed. WRTH 
2021 page 486 International sexion shows three ex-pirate SW stations 
under Netherlands (plus Mighty KBC which openly transmits via 
Germany). 


At 1913 the DJ lists the four frequencies including **4900°° -- what 
does he know? Then acknowledging reception reports from March 14. By 


1917 I’ve had enough of this hyper-frenetic hype, and bail out, back 
to WYSU webcast for ‘With Heart & Voice’, sacred choral and organ 
music I enjoy every Sunday afternoon (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx JAPAN [non]. 7355, May 22 at 0506, news in English, mostly about 
USA; what*s this? NHK Warudo Radio Japan via FRANCE, as scheduled only 
on UT Sat & Sun; other DOW, at 0430-0500; S9+10/20 so has to suffice 
for North Americans abandoned directly by NHK years ago. Beam is 155 
degrees toward CIRAFs 53 & 57 = from Tanzania to Madagascar to RSA to 
Namibia, where people are still allowed to listen on SW; therefore 
directly off the back would be 335. Uplooked later, the // is 7245 via 
Vatican to W Africa. 0545 recheck, only residual pulse jamming on 7355 
against no Marti but which I was not noticing while NHK was emitting 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x KOREA NORTH. 15244.958, May 25 at 1454, JBA carrier off-frequency, 
i.e. VOK French as scheduled only. After 1500, however, both it and 
CRI via Kashgar, East Turkistan, land of ChiCom imperialist genocide 
against Uyghurs and other Moslems, would clash in English on 15245, 
per Aoki. OTOH, VOK continues to be plus 13760 circa 13760.2 (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx MALI. 5995, May 20 at 0611, for second night, Bamako is missing. 
How about the day frequency after 0800, 9635? Seldom heard here and I 
think was already sporadic (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 2087) 


xx MALI. 5995, May 21 at 0613, after two nights’ absence, ORTM must be 
back on with S9+15 signal but just barely modulated (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*x NEW ZEALAND [non]. 11725, May 20 at 0603, no signal from RNZI, tho 
Vanuatu manages a JBA carrier on 11835. Since it’s Thursday, maybe 
RNZI sked askew for maintenance chex. Also have signals on 11895, 
11995, 12030, 12050. 11895 is usual NMI; the others? Per Aoki, 11995 = 
RFI Hausa; 12030 BBC French via Sao Tome; 12050 Ndadrason via 
Woofferton (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx NEW ZEALAND. 11725, May 22 at 0511, RNZI is S9+20, and the OSOB; 
had been starting at 0600 except when absent. Current sked at 

https: //www.rnz.co.nz/international/listen 

shows 11725 at 0459-0658 daily; preceded by 13840 which changed as of 
May 17 to 2058-0458. Currently never in use: 15720, 9700 (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x NORTH AMERICA. 6925-AM, May 22 at 0107, pirate music S7-S9, not 
enough vs storm noise level; 0108 unreadable announcement. These say 
it’s WDOG:

*x NORTH AMERICA. 6960-AM, May 22 at 0107 UT, pirate music S9/+10; 
must be Ball Smacker Radio on regular Friday-at-8-Central sked. Yes: 
ID with tenpins at 0132. Better than 6925 but still too much noise. 
Many more logs:

*x*x NORTH AMERICA. 6933-USB, May 23 at 2157, pirate music, S5 vs storm 
noise peaks of S7 on my rx; 2212 gone? 2226 still/again music. 2231 
via MO remote, S7-S9 Johnny Cash, 2235 ID as Goat Herder Radio, says 
will play Ian & Sylvia next; 2243 recheck off. A few more logs anda 
striking illustration:

Q018 announcements but unreadable due to high storm noise level; 0044 
a canned ID but still unreadable. These say it’s Radio Free Whatever; 
after 2 or 3 QSYs:

*x*x NORTH AMERICA. 6930-USB, May 24 at 0151, dramatic narration with 
sombre music, S9+10 heavy storm noise level obscures where the SSB 
peaks are, maybe S9; hard to follow, but mentions New World Order and 
that space travel is a **big charade’*, so safe to conclude he’s a 
wacko. **Remember when ---** over and over; 0157 just music; 0157.5 
SSTV beepery, 0201 more music. These start as unID, eventually ID as 
Wasteland Radio per SSTV image among several fuzzies:

**k OKLAHOMA. 92.5 WBFM, May 25 at 2200 UT, KOMA-FM OKC is playing a 


jazzed-up band version of the state anthem, *‘‘Oklahoma’*. The lead-in 
to it is unrecognizable, and the lead-out coda includes a few notes of 
*“Boomer, Sooner’*. I suspect this be a daily ritual at 5 pm local, 


anywhen else? Listen for it on webcast if necessary. 


This was amid an FM DX opening which failed to produce anything here, 
despite a few 88+ MUFs on the DXMAP, even 103 MHz to the NW which is 
what got me to start tuning: mainly somewhat open frequencies 92.1 & 
92.9 shifting back & forth across KOMA. Some music surged up at 2155 
UT on 92.1, but proved to be only KFXI, Foxy 92 from SW OK. The Es 
opening continues poking barely above 88 MHz somewhere, past 0125 UT 
May 26 (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


**k OKLAHOMA. RF 7, May 23 at 2119 UT, my TV set with rabbit ears only 
which due to its elevation gets some OKC signals better than the roof 
hi VHF/UHF yagi, lands on virtual 5-3 as I bandscan. I've long 
wondered why KOCO bothered with only one subchannel, METV on 5-2. Now 
there's a 5-3, occupied by Shop LC. More totally worthless waste of 
digital spectrum. Must be recent addition, but rabbitears.info already 
has it. LC now stands for Low-Cost; ex-Liquidation Channel. Looks like 
they specialize in jewelry. 


I also scan thru a couple of the other multichannels: KOPX **62°° on 
RF 18 has six channels as shown in rabbitears so I won't go thru them. 
Pax/Ion used to have a second entertainment/rerun channel but that is 
long gone. 


*“*43°*, KAUT is convoluted since its real transmitter is one of the 
still few converted to ATSC-3 and therefore invisible on ordinary 
tuners. Besides duplicating KAUT itself, Rabbitears shows that RF 19 
KAUT really contains ATSC-3 versions of KFOR as well as extreme 
competitor KOCO; and KOCB °34°° CW, and a subchannel of the station it 
is owned by, KOKH, Cha/Rge! 


Main-channel 43-1 KAUT independent programming **‘Freedom 43°" is 
axually on RF 27 as part of the package on its overlord, KFOR. 43-2 
Court TV is axually on another station, RF 24 KOKH *°25°°. So is 43-3 
Escape (Mystery). (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


*xk OKLAHOMA. RF 17, May 21 at 1552 and still at 2330 UT, Enid’s only 
TV signal, K17JN-D is on the air at usual local-strong level, but 
totally black and silent on all 5 subchannels of 3ABN network; 
including 17-5 which still triggers ‘‘unsupported audio codec** on my 
Sanyo screen but not with antenna feed split onto my CRT set via STB 
(Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


K17JN-D, Enid, May 23 at 2130 UT, is xstillx black and silent on all 
five 3ABN channels, on the air with strong signal metering but 
conveying nothing, as it has been since at least May 12. Probably has 
no local engineer-in-charge, and nearly no local would-be viewers to 
complain, nox know where to do so (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


**x OKLAHOMA. RF 17, May 26 at 1500 UT, After two weeks of black and 
Silence, K17JN-D Enid is now totally off the air - no signal bar on 
the STB. Recheck at 2150, now it’s back to nominal with all five 3ABN 
channels (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


**x SCOTLAND [non]. 5850, UT Sun May 23 at 0100-0159, WRMI with 
“Encore’ classical music from R. Tumbril; I enjoy it every week, 
preferably at this time with best reception, now for convenience via 
MO remote but also VG direct. Composers this week: Mozart, Mahler, 


Sibelius, Mendelssohn, Ravel, Schubert (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SPAIN. 17855, Friday May 21 at 2200, token English from REE starts 
with timesignal 1 second late compared to WWV; can’t they do any 
better? Justin Coe says later will feature a new album by José Luis 
Monton, of flamenco mixing classical, but first Amy Egan on what's 
happening in Spain. This is VG S8-S9, better than the other three all 
audible, 15520, 11940 and 11685. Some of her topix: Those with first 
AstraZeneca shot may get their second from Pfizer with no problems. 
Futbol game to resume in stadium at 30% capacity. DNA study by 
University of Granada to determine Coldn’s ethnicity; Catalan from 
Aragon, maybe. 2208 into the music starting with °‘Voy a quedarme’° 
which is Spain’s entry in the Eurovision Song Contest, finale this 
Sunday in Holanda. 2210 versions of Schubert's *‘Ave Maria’*. **Song 
of Freedom’* inspired by Beethoven's Pathétique Sonata, and more to 
2330 mistimesignal (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xxk SPAIN. 17855, May 22 at 2142, zero signal from REE to N America and 
may not even be on air, or unpropagable. 15520 for ME is only S2-S4 
off the back (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SPAIN. 17855, May 24 at 2200, no signal from REE to North America; 
off? Nothing else on band either, but no one else is even trying. 
Token English is sufficiently audible on ME channel 15520 off the 
back, S7-S3, better than 11940 for S America at S6 fading to S3. 
Alison Hughes hosts today: first about how ex-Spanish colony Western 
Sahara figures historically into the migrant problem at Ceuta & 
Melilla on the other side of Morocco; 2216 next topic Eurovision Song 
Contest of no interest to me (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SPAIN. 17855, May 25 at 2217, NO signal from REE to US again today, 
off or not propagating? Tuesday is an off-day for English, anyway: 
never on T-days; nor S-days. 15520 is poor S3-S6 (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*xk SPAIN. 17855, May 26 at 2038, no signal here, nor at 2112 via 
UTwente from REE NAm frequency; probably off tho K-index is 5. Either 
way, it’s a loss. 15520 off the back to ME is JBA here at first while 
UTw gets S9 with hyper announcer, got to be a stupid ballgame. Tough 
luck, fans of regular shows like ‘Espanholes en la Mar’ (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx THAILAND. 12044.977, May 26 at 1431, VOA Korean has an LAH = low 
audible heterodyne, but main signal zero-beats about here, while 
match-het measuring shows 12045.005 or so. I suppose being jammed 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 9830, May 21 at 2158, heavy S9 NSS RTTY only, no sign of 


VOT English to NAm; but at 2210 RTTY is off and VP music audible, 
S6-S8 but undermodulated. Something’s always erroneous at Emirler 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOE) 


*x*x TURKEY. 9830, May 24 at 2159, VOT IS in clear with no RTTY, S9/S6, 
but soon peaking S9+5/15 with news in English led by latest Turk COVID 
stats. 


7275, May 25 at 0300, no signal direct from VOT English to us; while 
// 6165 for ME if on is totally blocked by RHC as long as it stay here 
instead of 6145. BUT: 


7275, May 25 at 0305 via UTwente, VOT is certainly on and S9/+15; // 
6165 also audible somewhat stronger than mixer RHC adding up to S7-S8; 
both 6165s of course far outside target areas (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 9830, May 25 at 2216, VOT English is on today, lacking RTTY 
QRM, but poor S9-S6. By 2248 music is good at S9+10, and keeps going 
2254 with IS, 2300 TS and opening bonus German, but off by 2340 
recheck, so no Brazuguese at 0000 this time. Something's always 
erroneous at Emirler. 


[non] Besides Spain on M/W/F, there are NO overseas SW broadcasts in 
English for us at 22-23. Romania is on but unsuitable: 5945 & 7310 
Galbeni to western Europe, too low for us in summer; 7325 & 9790 
Tsiganeshti to Japan; and one or two of them out of order (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 18116-USB, May 22 at 1445, K5EC calling *‘‘CQ Parx on the 

Aix’* over and over with no response for a minute or two; eventually 
says he is in Bryce Canyon NP. Rather rough modulation and the OSOB, 
tnx to HF sporadic E barely exceeding 18 MHz MUF. QRZ.com home info: 


““K5EC USA flag USA, JOHN R BONICA, HOUSTON, TX 77096-2305 USA 

I was born in Jersey City, NJ. I obtained a novice license (WN2CZN) at 
the age of 14 in December 1967. I obtained my General class license in 
1968 and my Extra Class License in 1969. I earned the FCC First Class 
Commercial License when I was a senior in high school and worked as a 
broadcast technician for WBZ AM in Boston, MA during the summer of 
1970 before attending my freshman year at Amherst College, Amherst, 
MA.
